A 'federal judge has . im- 
posed a preliminary injunc- 
tion barring former Central 
Intelligence Agency member 
Victor L. Marchetti from dis- 
closing any information about 
bis tenure with the CIA. 

The injunction, issued late 
yesterday after a hearing 
which was closed to vhe Pub- 
lic and the press for security 
reasons, follows a month of 
legal dickering over the ques- 
tion whether defense witness- 
es could bo given security 
clearances to enable them to 
participate in the hearings. 

K Yesterday’s action extends 
a temporary injunction issued 
April 17 barring Marchetti s 
writing on the CIA.
